There still seems to be a disposition to 
meddle with the question of rebuilding the 
Institute for the Deaf and Damb, at Dela­ 
van. There are a few members of the 
Legislature aho are anxious co have a 
State institution ot some kind in their 
respective localities, and to lurther the 
interest ol this movement, a caucus was 
held last week, at which it was agreed 
that the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
should be cut into three pieces, giving 
Delavan a slice which would cost about 
$30,000, and giving the other two slices to 
Sparta and Green Bay, aud allowing $25, 
OOO for each of the buildings. This may 
satisfy the ambition of Sparta aud Green 
Bay, 
but 
it 
would 
prove 
an 
expensive system of 
supporting 
acd 
educating the deaf and dumb of the State. 
The more buildings there are, and the 
more the deaf and damb are separated, 
the greater will be the cost, in spite of the 
most rigid economy. The policy of divid­ 
ing up such as small institution as that of 
Delavan, simply that certain places might 
have a State building, and that additional 
offices might be created, sboald be stamped 
as purely selfishness and dishonorable. 
There is not the least honest motive for 
•ach a course, and therefore ii should be 
stoutly condemned. 
We are sorry to bear 
that Senator Kelly is one of the friends of 
this unwise and ill-timed movement. 
We 
learn that he represents the |c>aims at 
Green Bay.

THE LEGISLATOR. 
It hag been forty-two days since the 
Legisature convened, and although but 
few measures ot practical Importance have 
been acted upon, a great many bills have 
been killed, and business is now in such a 
shape that two weeks more will nearly 
close the session. The interest bill has sot 
yet been disposed of, and in tact there 
seems to be such a lack of interest inj the 
matter that it is doubtful it the law regu­ 
lating the rate will be changed this session. 
Tnere is a feeling in the Assembly that 
probably it woald be best to reduce the 
rate to eight and six per cent, but this 
does not seem to be strong enough to car. 
ry the measure through. 
Even the form* 
era in the Assembly, who are supposed to be 
more deeply interested rn this reform than 
any other class of persons, do not seem in­ 
clined to champion the interest bill, and 
should it fail of a passage, they must be 
held responsible. 
The hUl which seeks to tax all property 
at Uniform rates,” but which has for its 
chief object the taxation of church prop­ 
erty, will likely be indefinitely postponed. 
The Committee on Banks and Banking, to 
which it was referred, recommended by a 
vote ot 3 to 2, to kill the bill. The bills to 
buck and gag the Northwestern Life In­ 
surance Company, or in other words, to 
increase the tax on its premiums from 2 to 
5 per cent, will also suffer defeat. 
It is yet to be hoped that the bill limit­ 
ing the eligibility of county treasurers to 
•ne term will be defeated. There is no 
sound argument that can be brought for­ 
ward to support the principles of the bill. 
The secret of this moyement is, that Outa 
gamle, Brown, and one or two other coun­ 
ties, have had some difficulty with their 
Democratic treasurers. They have become 
defaulters, or have otherwise neglected to 
do their dutVi and on the strength of this, 
an attempt is made to limit the term to 
one. It is an unwise measure, is not 
founded on any sound principle, and should 
be defeated. 
The very Important question as 
to 
whether the Legislature will permit the 
people to vote on the amendment to the 
Constitution which seeks to adopt Bienni­ 
al Sessions, 
will come 
up 
under 
a 
special 
order 
in 
the 
Senate on Thors day. This matter has been 
canvassed rn the Senate, and there appears 
to be a majority of three or tour lo favor 
of submitting the question to the people. 
The bill, around which clusters a good 
deal of interest, and about the chances of 
which there are very many speculations, is 
that to restore the gallows. It came ap in 
the Ajscmbly to-day, and was discussed at 
leogth, Dr. Lord leading off in favor of 
capital punishment The fate of the bill 
can not be predicted. 
It will pass the 
Amenably, but in the Senate there is much 
uncertainty.

W a s h in g to n , FeD, 23—Ag foreshadow­ 
ed in these dispatches last night,Cincinnati 
was to day selected as the place of holding 
the National Democratic Convention, and 
June 22 as the time. 
Cincinnati won by 
a combination of circumstances and the en 
ergetic action of committee here, though 
for that matter Chicago was equally well 
represeoted, and offered even greater in­ 
ducements than the matter of money to 
decorate and adorn the convention. The 
trouble with Chicago was the tact that tho 
Republicans were to hold their convention 
there, and to have the two in the same city 
would cause endless confusion. As the 
opponeuts of Chicago argued, they said 
that there would be two Chicago platforms 
and two Chicago candidates, which would 
make confusion on the stump. 
Had the 
Republican Convention gone to Cincinnati, 
However, 
the 
Democratic Convention 
would almost certainly have gone to Chi­ 
cago. These two cities are really the 
favorites among convention-goers general­ 
ly, as has been demonstrated here by the 
exprc°sions of opinions and their selection 
this year. It has been remarked many 
times to day that Cincinnati woald proba­ 
bly get one or the other of the Presiden­

Judge Braley—Mr Henry, you will stand 
up and receive your sentence. Have you 
anything to say why sentence should not 
ie pronounced against you ? 
Henry—I have not at this time, only to 
ask the mercy of the Court. 
Judge Braley—Yours is a very grave 
and aggrivated crime. 
Bigamy is bad 
enough, but if possible a worse feature in 
your case is the fraud you practiced on the 
Jourt, from which you obtained your 
fraudulent divorce, and on your you ag aud 
unsophisticated wife, swearing that you 
did 
not 
know 
her 
residence, 
when you 
continually 
k jew 
its. 
stating that she was aa adulteress thereby 
deceiving the court, slandering her with­ 
out giving her a chance to defend her 
character. 
It is a painful duty that I have to per­ 
form la your cise, but tbe law must be 
vindicated, society protected, and justice 
mcetcdout. The statute 
fixes for your 
crime the penalty of imprisonment from 
one to .five years at bard labor, at the 
discretion 
of 
tbe court. 
I 
see no 
mitigating circumstances in your case, yet 
do not wish to seem vindicative and if I 
err prefer to err on the side ot mercy, 
therefore will not give you the extreme 
peualty. My sentence is tnat yon be con- 
ined in Slates prison at bird labor, for tbe 
period ot four years, aad that one dty in 
each year be solitary confinement. 
Mr. Henry—Does this release me from 
her? 
Judge IL—It docs, but I think you need 
lave no fears that she will ever trouble 
you again.

GLORIOUS RECEPTION.

Chicago, Feb. 23—The reception to­ 
night of Parnell and Dillon was a spon­ 
taneous ovation. They arrived 
at the 
Michigan Central depot at about 8 o'clock 
but it was 9 before the long precession 
which contained several thousand people 
in regalia, and supplied liberally with ban 
uers 
aud transparencies, had escorted 
them to the exposition building. 
The 
police, the Clanaa Gael Guards, the Hi- 
bsrnian Benevolent Societies, a number of 
the Catholic I. A. and B. societies, Knights 
of Bt. Patrick, Ancient Order of Hiberni­ 
ans, labor unions, besides a very large 
number of organicitions from outside the 
cl:y and many persons not regularly cjn- 
oested with any of tho above societies, 
Out in full sympathy with the reception 
and the mission of Parnell, constituted the 
procession. The admission was 50 cents, 
and the reserved seats one dollar each, and 
tne capacity of the building was tested to 
its utmost. It is estimated that twenty to 
twenty*five thousand people were inside 
the space allotted to speaking. Tho crowd 
was so dense and the confusion so great 
that it was with difficulty that those even 
in proximity to the speakers could hear 
them. It was impossible'to get through, 
into or out of the crowd which surged aud 
cheered 
around 
the 
stand. 
The 
enthusiasm 
was 
unbounded, 
and 
wa9 by no means confined to the irish cit­ 
izens. Governor Cullom introduced the 
apeiker with exprc sion of sympathy for 
(heir suffering countrymen and of hope 
for their speedy relief from the present 
distress. He wa9 followed by Eon. T ogs. 
Boyne, who vindicated Parnell from tne 
aspersions which have been ca9t at him, 
complimented him on the gallant fight be 
had made in Parliament, traced his con­ 
nection with the American war for inde- 
dendeuco through his ancestry, deuouuced 
the British government for its neglect to 
provide against famine aud sufl jring in 
Ireland, aud against oppression which bore 
heavily on tbe irish tenant. 
Speeches by Parnell and Dillon followed, 
but nothing was said which had not been 
already heard la other citri, their address­ 
es beiug forcible prc'sntations of the de­ 
mands and sufferings ot their countrymen. 
They were warmly received by the audi­ 
ence and frequently interrupted by hearty 
applause. 
Resolutions 
were adopted 
expressing profound sympathy with the 
Irish people ic their cruel sufferings and 
promising substantial a°sistance ; that the 
periodical famine which 
is constantly 
recurring in Ireland is not the fault ol 
tho 
soil 
nor 
habits of the thrifty 
Irish people, but due to an infamous land 
system to maintain which the country is 
drained of food and the hereditary non- 
resident landlords send no equivalent (jack 
for what they take away ; that the Irish 
Land League has the unqualified endorse* 
ment ul this esnembly in their efforts to 
secure an amendment of tee Irish land laws, 
and lor their haying made known the 
sufferings and wrongs of their starving 
people ; that the Irish people are entitled 
to make their own domestic laws on their 
own soil, and to self-government ; that 
the 
British 
government, 
having 
robbed its Irish subjects and confiscated 
their lands arouses the honest indignation 
of the civilized world by proposing eon- 
lgration as the only remedy ; that a hearty 
greeting be extended to John Dillon, an 
Irish martyr's heir, and John Murdock, 
the intrepid Scotchman who is demanding 
of the British government justice to Ire­ 
land ; also welcoming Parnell as a de­ 
scendant of a man who stoc J In Parka* 
ment with the American rebels of the rev­ 
olution. 
The meeting broke up about midnight. 
Receipts are estimated at not far from 
$10,000.

TUE SENATE. 
M adison, Feb. 24—In tbe Senate this 
morning most of the time was taken up in 
receiving petitions in favor and remon­ 
strances against the increased taxation of 
tho Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, also in the disposal of the Mil­ 
waukee local bills. 
The bill was killed providing that insur­ 
ance corporations may make assessments 
upon all property assessed sufficient to pay

In the Assembly the joint resolution 
favoring the repeal ot duty on paper was 
killed, ayes thirty-six and noes forty- 
nine. 
The bill for the restoration of capital 
punishment came up on special order, on 
order for engrossment and third reading. 
The lobbies and galleries were crowded and 
tho Senate 
adjourned early to hear 
the debate 
which 
was 
opened 
by Brindley of Grant, whose main points 
were that Michigan and Wisconsin were 
the only States in the Union wherein the 
death penalty did not prevail, and it is re­ 
garded everywhere as a necessary safe­ 
guard of scciety. 
Letters were read dy 
Brindley from 
United States Supreme 
Court judges, and from Governors and 
prominent statesmen and officials of Con­ 
necticut, Delaware, Illinois, Iowa, Minue­ 
ts, Maine, Mississippi, Massachusetts, New 
J ersey, Vermont, New Hampshire, Penn­ 
sylvania, New York, Indiana, and other 
States, all of whom strongly maintained 
that capital punishment deterred murder­ 
ers. Mr. Brindley cited cases where mur­ 
derers had followed victims over the bor 
ders Into Wisconsin and there despatched 
them, solely in order as they confessed, to 
escape death punishment. 
Dr. Lord, of Rock, followed in advocacy 
of the bill, saying that one homicide per 
moath for the past two years had occurred 
rn Wisconsin, and that it was mawkish anc 
prurient sentimentality which opposed the 
measure.

WASHINGTON LETTE*. 


W ill the Republican* Carry Any Ue- 
publican State ¥—Reason* Why Mach 
Result Cannot be Expected -Nation­ 
al Bemocratlc Convention—N ew 
National Mnsenm-Lent In Wash­ 
ington.

W ashington, Feb. 20, I SSO. 
There are many tntbufliasiic Republican 
who express the belief that the party will 
carry at least two or three ikmihern States 
at the Presidential election next tall. This 
is a pleasant, dreamy illusion, and it seem' 
almost a pity to disturb those who eLj >y 
t ; but it would be quite as well for those 
who look for such a result to relieve them 
selves of that expectation, and accept the 
logic of the situation. The best informed 
Republicans, who have carefully looked 
over the ground, do not see anything to 
justify genuine expectations. 
With a fair 
exercise of the voting privilege, ani hon 
est voting, the Republicans could ctrry a 
majority of the Southern States, but honest 
Toting and counting cannot be relied 
upon. Southern public journals make 
no 
concealment 
of 
the 
inten­ 
tion to tuppress the colored vole. 
Tnt 
Charleston News, a leading Lh mccratic 
paper, of recent date, admits the negroes 
are in the mnj irity in South Carolina, and 
can elect whom they pl ise, if allow ed to 
have their own way. The News announces 
the fixed policy ct the S .te, in the follow 
mg language: “It is the .tiled purpi ie in 
South Carolina that the in* diluent aud 
respectable citizens, s' ill rule, whether 
they are nominally in the m mnty or Dot.” 
Here the Southern 
ililic I gospel is 
plainly proclaimed. 
The sentiment de­ 
clared in South Carolina doubtless finds a 
responsive approval, in all the former il- 
surrectionary states. 
Two weeks ago a bill was introduced in 
the legislature of South Carolina, for the 
enactment .of a registry law, requiring 
every one ofienng to register lo write bis 
own name. This, it was thought, would 
exclude the great mass of colored voters. I 
It was however, soon discovered the pro- J 
posed educational test, would dibfracchube } 
a large proportion of the poor whites, who I 
areas illiterate as the negroes; so this! 
strategy to kill the negro vote w.a aban- j 
dolled. 
To judge correctly of the political prob­ 
abilities, in the Southern States, it is Im­ 
portant to consider the existing state cf 
affairs. The political machinery in tnese 
States is now party. The Boards OI Flee 
tion, the control of the t allot boxes, and 
the counting of the votes, are in the man­ 
agement of that party- 
The ballot box 
manipulators eau swell the Democratic 
Tote, or dimmish the Republican vole, to 
suit convenience, and where is the willing 
power to punish such offenses ? What has 
been so often done in this Hoe, can be done 
again. There are to-day many members 
in Congress, who have no more legal right 
there than the Ute Indian Chiefs , tney 
are indebted for their places, to bulldozing 
shot gun violence and ballot box stuffing. 
Ail attempts to investigate the fraudulent 
elections ot these members, have been 
defeated by chicanery or brute fonv.

past ? The officers and the courts are in 
the interest oi that class, whose fixed pur­ 
pose, is to rule, as the Charleston News 
declares it.

But with the nomination or Grant, Blaine 
or Sherman, with reasonable unanimity 
by the Republican National Conventiou in 
June next, a Republican President will be 
elected without any nelp from the Boun*. 


DEMOCRATIC NATIONAL CONVENTION-^ THE 
NATIONAL MUSEUM. 
A Itrong effort is being made, to secure 


he Bf .ting of the National Democratic 
Convention in this city, probably not so 
much because there is a general political 
sympathy with its object, as from other 
motives. The large influx of strangers, 
would result in the pecuniary advantage, 
cf hotel and restaurant keepers, boarding 
houses, 
theaters, 
and 
various other 
establishments. It is proposed to grant the 
Convention the use of the new National 
Museum building, should it be decided to 
hold It bete. 
The National Museum Is now externally, 
nearly completed, and ranks among the 
grand public edifices in Washington. Con­ 
gress appropriated $250,000 for the build­ 
ing, and an additional appropriation, it is 
expected will be made, during the present 
cession, to complete the internal arrange­ 
ments for the purposes intended. 
The 
building is 320 feet square, aud covers two 
and a half acres of ground. The interior 
appearance is highly imposing ; the style 
oi architecture is attractive, being orna­ 
mented with a number of towers. 
The 
Height oi the dome above the floor is 90 
twet. It is estimated there is room for 
20,000 persons on the first floor. Should it 
be occupied by the Convention (which is 
hardly probable) it will be the first national 
g a th e rin g in ii, and probably the last 
Wneo the inside fixtures are completed 
and the floors occupied for the Museum, it 
will no longer be suitable for large national 
assem blage*. 
The new Museum is only a few rods 
from the Smithsonian Institute, and is de­ 
signed to be used lor similar purposes. The 
Smithsonian was Ailed to repletion four 
y tor: ago, and piles of boxes, containing a 
vast variety of relics, curiosities, &c., have 
been accumulating, and stored in the old 
National Arm >ry building, until the Mu- 
eurn is in readiness tor their reception. 
M< st strangers who come to Washington 
make it a point to visit the Smithsonian. 
The new National Museum will afford an 
additional attraction in that quarter.
